Decision 

The Executive Committee agreed to a redraft of the transmittal memo to go ^ 
with the revised draft of economic defense policy (EDAC D-135/la) 0 This trans- 
mittal (EDAC D-135/2) would be submitted for EDAC consideration along with the 
policy statement and the documentation on the JCS memo,, (See note e*, above*) 

Discussion 

The Chairman asked the members to consider his draft transmittal memorandum 
to EDAC on U.S. economic defense policy to which he proposed to add appropriate 
references to the documentation on this problem* 

With reference to paragraph 22 of the draft revised policy statement (EDAC 
D-13f>/la), the ICA member indicated considerable concern with the anti-frustration 
proposals* He did not propose any amending language or recommend any changes* 

The Chairman assured him that discussion which already had taken place within 
the Williams Committee had considered the proper and appropriate actions with 
respect to this matter, therefore, it was unnecessary for EDAC to consider any 
revisions in the language of the policy statement on this point* 

The Chairman said that the EDAC meeting would take place August 6 and that 
the documentation would be distributed on August 1* This would allow the Executive 
Committee time to draft a transmittal to the CFEP for EDAC clearance at a meeting 
proposed for August 13* i
